“Celibacy, Sexual Abuse, and the Catholic Church” 


(Celibate priests and nuns - Are they in the best interests of any 
Church that calls itself “Christian”?)

“Auricular Confession” (See “Confession ”) [NOTE: One of the meanings of the word “auricular”, 
per Webster’s 1828Dictionary, is “toldin the ear”.] 


“Babylon” (per Webster’s New World College Dictionary, Fourth Edition; 2006): “Ancient city on 
the lower Euphrates River (in what is now central Iraq), the capital of Babylonia: noted for wealth, 
luxury, and wickedness. ” 
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“Babylonia” (per Webster’s New World College Dictionary, Fourth Edition', 2006): “Ancient empire 
in southwestern Asia, in the lower valley of the Tigris and Euphrates rivers: it flourished c. 2100-689 
B.C. and again, as Chaldea or ‘New Babylonia’, c.625-538 B.C. ” 


((Ed. Comment to the two preceding definitions: Alexander Hislop, in his book The Two Babylons, 
reveals the remarkable similarities between the pagan Babylonian priesthood and the priesthood of the 
Roman Catholic Church, e.g., auricular confession to an authorized priest.)) 


“Celibacy” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “An unmarried state; a single life. It is most 
frequently if not always applied to males, or to a voluntary single 
life.” 


((Ed. Comment to the preceding definition: Loraine Boettner, in his book Roman Catholicism (1962), 
on page 298 tells us: “By celibacy ...is meant the sectarian requirement of the Roman Catholic 
Church that its priests, monks, and nuns abstain from marriage. It is not to be confused with the vow 
of chastity which is also taken by the members of these groups, and which means abstention from 
sexual relations. According to Canon Law the vow of celibacy is broken if the priest marries, but not 
if he engages in sexual relations. ” Boettner then adds this comment: “The requirement for 
celibacy ...is entirely without Scriptural warrant, and was not generally enforced in the Roman 
[Catholic] Church until more than 1000years after the time of Christ. ”)) 


“Celibate” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “(Noun): A single life; celibacy; chiefly used 
when speaking of the single life of the Popish [i.e., Roman 
Catholic] clergy.” 


“Chaste” (per Webster’s New World College Dictionary, Fourth Edition', 2006; adjective: first two 
meanings): “1. Not indulging in unlawful sexual activity; virtuous. 2. Sexually abstinent; celibate. ” 


“Chastity” (per Webster’s New World College Dictionary, Fourth Edition', 2006): “The quality or 
state of being chaste; specifically, a) virtuousness b) sexual abstinence; celibacy; c) decency or 
modesty d) simplicity of style. ” 
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((Ed. Comment to the preceding definition: Loraine Boettner, in his book Roman Catholicism (1962), 
on page 298 tells us: “By celibacy ...is meant the sectarian requirement of the Roman Catholic 
Church that its priests, monks, and nuns abstain from marriage. It is not to be confused with the vow 
of chastity which is also taken by the members of these groups, and which means abstention from 
sexual relations. According to Canon Lcrw the vow of celibacy is broken if the priest marries, but not 
if he engages in sexual relations. ”)) 


“Cloister” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “(Noun): Literally, a close [i.e., an enclosed 
place]; a close or inclosed [i.e., enclosed] place. A monastery or 
nunnery [i.e., convent]; a house inhabited by monks or nuns...” 


“Cloister” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “(Verb Transitive): To confine in a cloister or 
monastery. To shut up; to confine closely within walls ; to immure 
[i.e., to enclose within walls]; to shut up in retirement from the 
world.” 


“Cloistered” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “[1.] Shut up in a cloister; inhabiting a 
monastery. 2. Solitary; retired from the world...” 


“Close” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English 
Language): “ (Noun) : An inclosed [i.e., enclosed] place; any place 
surrounded by a fence or other body [e.g., a high wall] which 
defends or confines it...” 


“Confession” (per the Roman Catholic Baltimore Catechism ): “Confession is the telling of our sins to 
an authorized priest for the purpose of obtaining forgiveness. ” 
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“Confession” (Meaning #3 per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language ): “The 
act of disclosing sins or faults to a priest: the disburdening of the conscience privately to a confessor; 
sometimes called auricular confession . ” 


“Confessional” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language): “The seat where 
a priest or confessor sits to hear confessions; a confession-chair. ” ((Ed. Comment: Ex-Roman 
Catholic priest Charles Chiniquy at times refers to the “confessional ” as the “confessional-box A 
more modem term would be the “confessional booth ”.)) 


“Confessor” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language ): (#3): “A priest; 
one who hears the confessions of others, and has power to srant them absolution . ” 


“Convent” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “1. An assembly of persons devoted to religion; 
a body of monks or nuns. 2. A house for persons devoted to 
religion; an abbey; a monastery; a nunnery.” 


“Convent” (per Webster’s New World Dictionary, Second College Edition ; 1974): “1. A community 
of nuns or, sometimes, monks, living under strict religious vows. 2. The building or buildings 
occupied by such a group. ” 


“Fornication” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language): “The 
incontinence [i.e., lacking self-restraint as regards sexual activity] or lewdness of unmarried persons, 
male or female... ” 


“Fornication” (per Webster’s New World Dictionary, Second College Edition; 1974): “ 1. Voluntary 
sexual intercourse, generally forbidden by law, between an unmarried woman and a man, especially 
an unmarried man... 2. Bible: a.) Any unlawful sexual intercourse, including adultery; b.) Worship 
of idols. ” 


“Friar” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English 
Language): “1. An appellation common to the monks of all orders; 
those who enter religious orders considering themselves as a 
fraternity or brotherhood. Friars are generally distinguished into 
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four principal branches, viz. [namely]: [a.] Minors, gray friars, or 
Franciscans; [b.] Augustines [i.e., Augustinians]; [c.] Dominicans 
or black friars; [and] [d.] White Friars or Carmelites. 2. In a 
restricted sense, a monk who is not a priest; those friars who are in 
orders being called ‘fathers’.” 


“Friar” (per Webster’s New World Dictionary, Second College Edition ; 1974): “Roman Catholic 
Church: A member of any of several mendicant orders; especially, an Augustinian, Carmelite, 
Dominican, or Franciscan. ” 


“Hierarchy” (per Webster’s New World Dictionary, Second College Edition ; 1974): 
(a.) “A system of church government by priests, or other clergy in gmded ranks ” 

(b.) “The group of officials, especially the highest officials, in such a system ” 

(c.) “A group ofpersons or things arranged in order of rank, grade, class, etc. ” 


“Jesuit Order” (per Darryl Eberhart, Editor of ETI): “The Jesuit Order is a religious order of the 
Roman Catholic Church, officially approved by Pope Paul III in 1540. The primary goals of this 
order are (1) to roll back the Protestant Reformation and the freedoms that it brought to many of the 
inhabitants of this planet; (2) to enhance the power and prestige of the Papacy; and (3) to rule 
despotically over the governments of the world through the Papacy. The head of the Jesuit Order is 
the Jesuit Superior General - the ‘Black Pope ’ - the read power behind the Papal throne. The Jesuit 
Order is infamous for fomenting revolutions and wars, assassinating heads of State, and subverting 
nations. ” 


“Mendicant” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language): “(Adjective): 2. 
Practicing beggary; as a mendicant friar. ” 


“Mendicant” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language ): “(Noun): A 
beggar; one that makes it his business to beg alms; one of the begging fraternity of the Romish [i.e., 
Roman Catholic] church. ” 


“Monastery” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “A house of religious retirement, or of 
seclusion from ordinary temporal concerns, whether an abbey, a 
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priory or a nunnery. The word is usually applied to the houses of 
monks, mendicant friars and nuns.” 


“Monastic” (per Webster’s New World Dictionary, Second College Edition ; 1974): “1. Of or 
characteristic of monasteries. 2. Of or characteristic of monks or nuns or their way of life; ascetic; 
austere. ” 


“Monk” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English 
Language): “A man who retires from the ordinary temporal 
concerns of the world, and devotes himself to religion. Monks 
usually live in monasteries, on entering which they take a vow to 
observe certain rules. Some however live as hermits in solitude, and 
others have lived a strolling [i.e., wandering] life without any fixed 
residence.” 


“Mother superior” (per Webster’s New World Dictionary, Second College Edition-, 1974): “The 
woman head of a convent. ” 


“Nun” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language ): “A woman devoted to a 
religious life, and who lives in a cloister or nunnery, secluded from the world, under a vow of 
perpetual chastity. ” 


“Nunnery” (per Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the 
English Language): “A house in which nuns reside; a cloister in 
which females under a vow of chastity and devoted to religion, 
reside during life.” 


“Papal Rome” (per Darryl Eberhart, Editor of ETI): “The government of the Roman Catholic Church, 
whose headquarters is presently in Rome, Italy. ” 


“Penance” (per Webster’s New World College Dictionary, Fourth Edition-, 2006): “1. Roman 
Catholic Church, Eastern Orthodox Church: a) A sacrament involving the confession of sin, 
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repentance, and acceptance of the satisfaction imposed, followed by absolution by a priest; b) the 
satisfaction imposed, as the recital of certain prayers. 2. Any act of reparation, self-punishment, etc., 
done in repentance for a sin or wrongdoing. ” 


((Ed. Comment to the preceding definitions: For Roman Catholics, “ penance” involves the 
requirement that they make “auricular confession ” to an authorized Roman Catholic priest at least 
once a vear .fi 


“ Penitent” (Two meanings from Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of the English Language ): 
(a.) “One that repents of sin; one sorrowful on account of his transgressions. ” 

(b.) “One under the direction of a confessor . ” 


((Ed. Comment to the preceding definition: Meaning “b.” above most often refers to a Roman 
Catholic under the direction of a “father-confessor” - in other words, under the direction of a Roman 
Catholic priest who hears confession.)) 


“Vatican” (per Webster’s New World Dictionary, Second College Edition; 1974): “1. 
The papal palace, consisting of a group of buildings in Vatican City. 2. The papal 
government or authority.” 


IMPORTANT COMMENT #1: Editor of ETI is not a Roman Catholic; he also is most definitely 
not anti-Roman Catholic as far as individual Roman Catholics go. His dad and 90% of his relatives 
are Roman Catholic; and the majority of his friends are Roman Catholic. Editor of ETI is, however, 
against the top levels of secret societies (from the hierarchy of the Jesuit Order to the hierarchy of 
Freemasonry). This is because these secret societies control the leadership of the Roman Catholic 
Church (through the Jesuit Order and P2 Masonry), and have often used this hierarchical system for 
evil purposes, such as “holy” Inquisition, “holy” crusades, “holy” wars, and religious genocide. The 
hierarchical system of the Roman Catholic Church is used quite efficiently by secret societies not only 
to keep over one billion Roman Catholics “in line”, but also to gather intelligence, and to infiltrate 
(through its Knights of Malta, Jesuit “temporal coadjutors ”, etc.) governments and various Christian 
denominations.

[rather] points out the error which is blinding and harming the loved one. Christ said, ‘As many as I 
love, I rebuke and chasten; be zealous, therefore, and repent’ (Revelation 3:19). Instead, the idea is 
now current that love excludes rebuke, ignores the truth, and seeks unity at any price. Only disaster 
can result. ” (A Woman Rides the Beast; 1994; Page 403) 


Why Am I Writing More & More About Roman Catholicism? 


This editor of the ETI and TTT newsletters has been writing more on the Roman Catholic 
Church’s hierarchy, and especially the Jesuit Order, in recent newsletters because I keep uncovering 
more and more about the deep hatred that the hierarchy of the Roman Catholic Church has for 
independent Bible-believing Christians, Protestants, Orthodox Christians, and Jews. We Americans 
have, for the most part, been largely ignorant of the well-documented history of the Roman Catholic 
Church in conducting brutal religious genocide (via Inquisition, “holy" wars, and “holy” crusades) 
against all the afore-mentioned groups. Sadly, many Americans believe the “ecumenical rhetoric ” of 
the Roman Catholic Church’s hierarchy - i.e., that she has “changed her ways” and now loves all the 
“separated brethren ”, However, my study of the Papacy shows me that this is just a RUSE [i.e., a 
“stratagem” - per Webster’s Dictionary: “any trick or scheme for achieving some purpose”]. The 
“purpose” is to bring all Christians under the “umbrella” [i.e., the control] of the Papacy ! 


Yes, the Papacy, despite its “ecumenical rhetoric”, has not changed a bit over the many 
centuries in the following categories: 


• Its deep hatred of Jews, all independent Bible-believing Christians, Protestants, and Orthodox 
Christians ((as recently as the 1940s we find Roman Catholic Ustashi (“Catholic Action”) 
military units in Croatia, led and urged on by Franciscan priests, monks, and friars, slaughtering 
from 600,000 to one million innocent Serb Orthodox Christian men, women, elderly, and 
children - many of the victims being first brutally tortured)); 

• Its long-held dream to bring all Christians under its monopolistic, totalitarian, ecclesiastical 
control; 

• Its long-held dream to head up a totalitarian one-world religious organization ; and, 

• Its long-held dream to bring all world leaders - especially those in “Christian” countries - 
under the temporal power of the none . (That is, the Papacy would be the top player and 
“controller” in a one-world government - just like it was the top player and “controller” on the 
European continent for many centuries! Kings indeed bowed before popes.) 


Indeed, power - absolute power - has long been the pursuit of Papal Rome. History has 
recorded Papa! Rome’s deep hatred for religious liberty and freedom of conscience. The U.S. 
Constitution, with its “Bill of Rights” guaranteeing such liberties, has long been hated by Papal 
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Rome. (For a good example of this hatred, please read the Syllabus of Errors issued in 1864 by Pope 
Pius IX.) I have heard that there is an acronym in use by some Knights of Columbus in America. This 
acronym is “MAC.”: “Make America Catholic”. America is the last “roadblock” in the way of 
Papal Rome and her globalist rich and power elite lackeys in their quest for one-world government 
and one-world religion . Is America scheduled for a religious genocide - an Inquisition - as occurred 
in the 1940s in Croatia? I believe the danger is very real and possibly quite imminent - and that is 
why I have been writing more and more about the Roman Catholic Church’s hierarchy (i.e.. Papal 
Rome), its long-held dreams of world domination, its love of Fascist regimes, and its well- 
documented history of torture and religious genocide! 


I. INTRODUCTION 


An Associated Press article by Frances D’Emilio reported the following in November of 2006: 
“A Vatican summit led by Pope Benedict XVI reaffirmed mandatory celibacy for priests Thursday... 
In a statement after the three-hour meeting, the Vatican said: ‘The value of the choice of priestly 
celibacy, according to Catholic tradition, has been reaffirmed. 


Over the past several decades we have seen much in the open press and media concerning 
sexual abuse of boys by Roman Catholic priests. As powerful as the Roman Catholic Church is in 
America, she has not been able to “sweep” this abomination (of priests sexually abusing little boys 
and teenage boys) “under the rug”. But is sexual abuse of boys the only type of sexual abuse 
occurring within the Roman Catholic Church? The answer is that the abuse of girls and women (to 
include nuns) within the Roman Catholic Church may be just as extensive; however, the Roman 
Catholic Church has been much more successful in keeping that type of sexual abuse hidden from the 
public. 


The Boston Globe reported the following on January 8, 2002 (quote is taken from the book 
Lucifer’s Lodges Satanic Rituaj Abuse in the Catholic Church by William H. Kennedy): “According 
to the 1996 survey of nuns in the United States (which was intentionally never published by the 
[Roman Catholic] Church but was leaked by some Vatican insider), it is reported that a minimum of 
34,000 Catholic nuns (about 40% of all American nuns) claim to have been sexually abused. Three of 
every four of these nuns claimed they were sexually victimized by a priest, nun, or other religious 
person. ...All nuns who claimed repeated sexual exploitation reported that they were pressured by 
religious superiors for sexual favors. ” 


During the past several centuries a few nuns have escaped from closed (cloistered) convents. 
They have given their testimonies concerning the horrifying things that go on in some of these closed 
(cloistered) convents. These former nuns who escaped from different convents did not personally 
know each other. They were often separated by several generations or more - or by distances of 
hundreds or thousands of miles. Yet their testimonies agree concerning the horrors that have taken 
place in various closed (cloistered) convents around the world. 
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Sister Charlotte was an ex-Carmelite nun who escaped the convent, and who gave her 
testimony in the 20 th century. Maria Monk was an ex-nun who escaped from a convent in Montreal, 
Canada, and gave her testimony in the 19 th century. Karlene Lynn had been a nun for ten years, and 
had been in a convent with 200 other nuns. She had been a Roman Catholic for 53 Vz years before she 
came to truly know the Lord Jesus Christ. These and other ex-nuns risked both verbal and physical 
attacks - and sometimes risked their very lives - to tell the world about the sick, perverted horrors 
that have occurred in some of the closed (cloistered) convents of the Roman Catholic Church. Their 
testimonies deserve to be heard - and actions should be taken to make sure that these horrors never 
occur again in any country of the world! 


Could mandatory celibacy for Roman Catholic priests and nuns have played a significant role 
in the sexual abuse of boys, girls, and women by priests and other Roman Catholic clerics? Do some 
nuns sexually abuse other nuns? Can we find “mandatory celibacy” for the priesthood in the Holy 
Bible? Should any church calling itself “Christian” practice “mandatory celibacy”? 


Let’s first take a look at some interesting and relevant Bible verses and quotations that deal 
with this topic. Then let us look at the history of mandatory (i.e., enforced) celibacy, and the horrible 
“fruit” that it has produced. 


II. HERE ARE SOME RELEVANT BIBLE VERSES (with some comments): 


[The Apostle Paul wrote]: “Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; (Verse 2): 
Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their conscience seared with a hot iron; (Verse 3): Forbidding to 
marry, and commanding to abstain from meats, which God hath created to be received with 
thanksgiving of them which believe and know the truth. ” (I Timothy 4:1-3) 


((Ed. comments to the preceding Bible passage: 


(1) Is there a denomination that has both “forbidden to marry” and asked its adherents during 
certain periods of history to “abstain from [eating] meat”? The answer: the Roman Catholic Church! 


(2) The Apostle Paul tells us clearly from where such doctrines as “forbidding to marry” come - i.e., 
these doctrines come from “seducingspirits” and "devils”.)) 
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[The Apostle Paul wrote]: “Have we not power [i.e., have we no right] to lead about a sister, a 
wife, as well as other apostles, and as the brethren of the Lord, and Cephas [i.e., the Apostle 
Peter]?” (I Corinthians 9:5) 


((Ed. comments to the preceding Bible verse: 


(1) The Apostle Paul refers to the Apostle Simon Peter a number of times in the Holy Scriptures by 
his Aramaic name “Cephas”, which means “a stone”. (For example, see I Corinthians 1:12; 3:22; and 
15:5. See also Galatians 2:9.) 


(2) The Apostle Paul is here telling us that the Apostle Simon Peter took his wife with him on at least 
some occasions as he traveled to various locations.)) 


[The Apostle Paul wrote]: (Verse 2): “A bishop then must be blameless, the husband of one 
wife . vigilant, sober, of good behavior, given to hospitality, apt to teach; ...(Verse 4): One that ruleth 
well his own house [i.e., his household, his family], having his children in subjection with all 
gravity... ” 

(I Timothy 3:2 and 4) 


((Ed. comments to the preceding Bible passage: 


(1) The Apostle Paul is giving “qualifications” for a bishop in I Timothy 3:1-7. 


(2) Note that the Apostle Paul states that a bishop is to be “the husband of one wife ”, and that the 
bishop must be able to control his own “children 


(3) How does Roman Catholic Church doctrine concerning celibate priests stack up against what the 
Apostle Paul taught concerning “ married clergymen (i.e., bishops)”?)) 


[The Apostle Paul wrote]: (Verse 8 a.): “Likewise must the deacons be grave [i.e., sober, 
serious]... (Verse 11 a.): Even so must their [i.e., the deacons’] wives be grave... ” (I Timothy 3:8 a. 
and 3:11 a.) 


((Ed. comments to the preceding Bible passage: 
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(1) The Apostle Paul is giving “qualifications” for deacons in I Timothy 3:8-13. 


(2) The Apostle Paul states that the deacons’ wives are also to be “grave” - i.e., sober, serious. 


(3) The “deacons” of the Apostle Paul’s day would be much closer in power and authority to Roman 
Catholic priests and monsignors than to the Roman Catholic lay deacons of today.)) 


[The Apostle Paul wrote]: “But if they [i.e., the unmarried and widows - see Verse 8] cannot 
contain [i.e., to live in continence or chastity - see Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary], let them 
marry : for it is better to marry than to burn. ” (I Corinthians 7:9) 


((Ed. comments to the preceding Bible verse: 


(1) The Apostle Paul tells us clearly that if unmarried persons cannot live in continence or chastity, 
then they should marry so that they will not bum [with lust]. Webster’s 1828 American Dictionary of 
the English Language tells us, in part, about the word “continence”: “the restraint which a person 
imposes upon his desires and passions; the restraint of the passion for sexual enjoyment Webster’s 
1828 American Dictionary of the English Language also lists one of the definitions of “burn” as 
follows: “to be inflamed with passion or desire ”, 


(2) The Apostle Paul’s advice would surely apply to all unmarried individuals who call themselves 
“Christians” — to include priests and nuns!)) 


[The Apostle Paul wrote]: “I will [i.e., desire; direct] therefore that the younger women marry 
bear children, guide the house, give none occasion to the adversary to speak reproachfully. ” (I 
Timothy 5:14) 


III. HERE ARE SOME VERY RELEVANT QUOTATIONS (with some comments by this 
editor): 


“It’s not pleasant to report these things [i.e., sexual abuse by Roman Catholic priests]. Why 
do we do it? Well, someone has to! The Bible [tells] us to have no part with the workers of darkness, 
but rather [to] reprove them - expose them - unmask them! [Ed. Note: See Ephesians 5:11.] Why do 
we do it [i.e., expose sexual abuse by Roman Catholic priests]? [We do so] because we don’t want 
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any more little children to be harmed! We know of the ravages of Satan by these [Roman Catholic] 
priests. And with tears we warn others: ‘Leave these [Roman Catholic] churches! Get out of them! If 
it’s true that 50 to 80% of the [Roman Catholic] priests are homosexuals - and many pedophiles - 
leave these places - these dens of iniquity!

Why 
is it that in many nations across the world the Roman Catholic Church hides and covers up the crimes 
committed by her clergymen against the laws of those various nations?

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IV. HISTORY OF MANDATORY CELIBACY 


Some early attempts were made by the Roman Catholic Church to enforce celibacy amongst 
its priests, but it was not until the year 1079 that the Roman Catholic Church was finally able to 
decree and effectively enforce “mandatory celibacy”. Here is what Loraine Boettner, author of the 
book Roman Catholicism (1962), tells us on pages 307 and 308 of that book: 


“The Spanish council of Elvira, in 305, enacted decrees against the marriage of the clergy. 
These decrees, however, were of limited. extent . and no serious efforj was made to enforce them. 

...But the Roman [Catholic] Church was persistent in requiring a celibate priesthood. In the 
year 1079, under the strong hand of Hildebrand, known as Pope Gregory VII, the celibacy of the 
priesthood was again decreed and was made reasonably effective, although [Pope] Gregory [VII] 
could not curb all of the abuses. Popes Urban II (1088-1099) and Calixtus II (1119-1124) made a 
determined fight against clerical concubinage [i.e., cohabitation without a legal marriage]. The decree 
of the First Lateran Council (1123) declared the marriage of all in sacred orders invalid, and the 
Council of Trent (1545) made strict pronouncements concerning the celibacy of the clergy. 

...Thus during the first centuries of the Christian era the clergy were permitted to marry and 
have families, and for more than a thousand years after the time of Christ the Roman [Catholic] 
priesthood, without too much opposition, exercised the privilege. ” 


V. THE FRUITS OF MANDATORY CELIBACY 


Loraine Boettner, in his book Roman Catholicism (1962), tells us the following on page 303: 
“But celibacy enforced indiscriminately against whole groups of men and women is shown by its 
fruits to be not only difficult and irksome but [also] productive of untold. evils . The quite uniform 
testimony of those who have experienced it and who are free to talk is that it does not suppress 
[sexual] desire, but on the contrary increases and heightens it. Priests and nuns are not 
super human...but because of the unnatural laws under which they live they are particularly 
susceptible to temptation. Both groups are denied normal family life. Both groups therefore live in 
contravention of the deepest cravings of their nature, and are subject to needless, temptations. ’’ 


The quotations placed in this newsletter have clearly shown us that the “fruit” of mandatory 
(i.e., “enforced”) celibacy is as follows: 


• Many priests and nuns who never get to experience a normal family lifestyle (i.e., living with a 
spouse of the opposite sex) turn to a homosexual lifestyle. 
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• Heightened, not reduced, sexual desire (frequently unnatural) is experienced by a fairly large 
percentage of the celibate priests and nuns in the Roman Catholic Church. 

• Far too frequent sexual abuse of bovs is committed by Roman Catholic celibate priests. 

• Sexual abuse of girls, women, and even nuns by Roman Catholic celibate priests also occurs. 

• The murder and burial of babies in convents (the result of priests and nuns involved in 
fornication with each other, or the result of priests forcing themselves on unwilling nuns) has 
occurred throughout recorded history. 


VI. SUMMARY 


We have seen that the Holy Bible clearly does not teach anywhere a mandatory (“enforced”) 
celibacy for priests or nuns. In fact, the Apostle Paul, when giving the qualifications for a bishop 
included this: “the husband of one wife ”\ The same Apostle Paul warned us Christians that there 
would arise a group of men “forbidding to marry. ” - a doctrine that he said came from “devils ”\ 


We have also seen that for centuries priests and higher-ranking prelates in the Roman Catholic 
Church both married and had families. 


We have also seen from the numerous quotations given in this newsletter that mandatory 
(“enforced”) celibacy for Roman Catholic priests and nuns has led to a lot of evil, from the abuse of 
little boys to the abuse of girls, women, and even nuns by the celibate priesthood! Sadly, we have also 
seen that high-ranking Roman Catholic prelates have allowed pedophile priests, about whom they had 
received valid complaints concerning their sexual abuse of boys, to remain in their ministries - where 
these priests continued their vile, wicked acts! 


VII. FINAL THOUGHTS 


Books such as iMcifer's Lodges Satanic Ritual Abuse ill the Catholic Church (by William H. 
Kennedy) clearly show us that the hierarchy of the Roman Catholic Church is far more interested in 
doing “damage control” concerning sexual abuse by their priesthood than actually dealing sternly 
with the priests guilty of the sexual abuse. Their tactics have included the following: 


• Making Herculean efforts to limit the amount of information reaching the press and local police 
departments concerning the true, massive extent of sexual abuse in various dioceses and 
archdioceses. 
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• Actually moving pedophile priests around to new parishes within various dioceses and 
archdioceses whenever too many complaints were passed up to Church authorities from one 
particular parish concerning sexual abuse by the parish priest. 

• “Paying off’ victims of celibate, priestly sexual abuse (with “hush money”) to remain silent . 

• Counter-suing victims of priestly sexual abuse - especially once the “statutes of 
limitations” (which allow the victim to bring charges against the perpetrator of the alleged 
sexual abuse) had run out. 


No free society (one with popular, representative government and with freedoms of religion, 
speech, assembly, etc.) ought ever to permit: 


• A priesthood on its shores that has priests who are under mandatory (“enforced”) celibacy - 
priests (and members of various monastic orders) who far too often are involved in sexual 
abuse of boys, girls, women, and even nuns! 

• Closed (cloistered) convents on its shores - or, for that matter, any orders of nuns who are 
under mandatory (“enforced”) celibacy! 

• A priesthood on its shores that uses the “confessional booth/box” (from which sexual abuse has 
emanated)! (The confessional has also been used frequently throughout history to “gather 
intelligence” or to coerce people into performing “special duties” for “mother Church”!) 

• A religious system on its shores that “claims” that its priesthood is not subject to the just laws 
of that nation - or that covers up and hides the crimes committed by its priesthood! 

• A religious system on its shores that condemns religious liberty and popular, representative 
government - or that condemns freedom of conscience, speech, and press! 

• A religious system on its shores that insists on religious tolerance only when it is in the 
minority; however, when it becomes the majority in a nation-State, insists on being the State 
religion ! 

• A religious system on its shores that planned, along with various European monarchs in the 19 th 
century, to destroy the American Constitutional Republic! 

• A religious system on its shores that has an office of Inquisition and a very extensive (and very 
bloody) history of torture, “holy” crusades, “holy" wars, and outright religious genocide 
against entire population groups (e.g., the Albigensian Christians in the 13 th century, the 
Waldensian Christians in the 16 th century, Jews and Serb Orthodox Christians in Croatia in the 
20 th century [i.e., in the 1940s], etc.)!
